The 
senate will name its committee to- 
morrow. 

Taft’s Veto Is Ready. 

President Taft's veto is ready to 
place before both houses of congress 
when they convene at noon tomorrow. 
Immediately upon its receipt. Demo- 
cratic Leader Underwood will move its 
reference to the ways &nd means com- 
mittee, of which he is the chairman, 
and there it will le undisturbed until 
the regular session of congress con- 
venes in December. 

Congress easily could have adjourn- 
ed tonight, but the adjournment un- 
derstanding was designed especially to 
accord to the president the courtesy 
of an opportunity to present his veto 
of the cotton bill before the curtain 
was rung dow’n on a session replete 
with tariff revision activities. 

The senate, without any business be- 
fore it, marked time on the house. 
Twice it. took recesses during the af- 
ternoon with a view to having the 
senate in session so that as soon as 
the house passed the cotton bill, Vice 
President Sherman might sign it and 
speed it on to the white house. The 
presiding officers of the two houses 
can sign Dilis only when their respec- 
tive houses are in session. 

Submitteg to Caucus. 

In the interim between 6:15 p. m, 
and 8 o'clock, When the house was in 
recess, the democratic representatives 
met to carry out a promise of Leader 
Underwood that the matter of adjourn- 
ment would be submitted to caucus.

MASKED MEN SEEK 
TUSTOP WORKERS 
IN THE QUARRIES 


Five Stone Cutters Are Forced 
lo Promise to Resign 
Their Places. 


SIX WARRANTS SERVED 
AS RESULT OF HOLD-UP 


Mask Fell From Face of One 
of the Attacking Party, and 
Nonunion Men Say It Reveal- 


ed Face of a Union Stone! 


Cutter Who Is on Strike. 
Truth of Charges Denied.

Lithonia, Ga., August 21.—(Special.) 
Charged with holding up non-union 
men in true western style, and forcing 
them by threats to promise not to re- 
turn to work at the quarries, six men, 
well known In this section, have just 
been served with warrants, and have 
given bail in the sum of $100 each, 
while a seventh has not yet been 
reached by court officials. 

The trouble at Lithonia dates back 
several months to a disagreement be- 
tween the union workers and the own- 
ers Of the quarries over the scale of 
wages, while the warrants for the 
seven stone cutters were made pos- 
sible, according to the men who wre 
held up, by the accidental dropping of 
a mask from the face of one of the 
men in the hold-up party. 

Done in Western Style. 

Oniv a wide-brim sombrero and 
cavalry boots, with spike-like rowel 
spurs, were needed to make the hold-up 
on a frequented hignway three miles 
from Lithonia on Friday afternoon as 
realistic as any story of border out- 
lawry Bret Harte’or Mark Twain ever 
graphically relateq of the days when 
stagwe-coach drivers of the Sierras were 
stopped at the muzzle end of a rapid- 


fire gun. * 

In the far west the hold-up man 
called upon the man he had stopped 
for the mail pouch or the strong box 
in which there was hidden, maybe, a 
fortune in coin or buflion. 

But in the DeKalb county case the 
hold-up man was not after mail in a 
pouch or coin in the strong box. 

For all these they had a supremé 
contempt. They did not want money. 
It was promises the men wanted, and 
the promises wanted were: 

That the men held up would not 
return to work with the stone gran- 
ite workers’ employers in DeKalb, 
Rockdale or Fulton county, or at any 
point where organized, unionized stone 
cutters are now on strike. . 

Cause of the Trouble. 

For months, since May 1, the stone 
cutters’ unions working near Lithonia, 
Stone Mountain and at other points 
within fifty miles of Atlanta have been 
on strike. The strike was due to dis- 
agreement between the owners of 
quarries and its force as to a price 
scale, 

Two vears ago the man who fin- 
ishes stone for the customer of the 
quarry owner and the owner signed a 
price scale. That scale gave the fin- 
ished stone cutter $3.20 a day. 

As the end of the contract drew near 
the owners submitted a scale of prices 
to become effective May 1, 1911. That 
scale was not satisfactory to the 
men and they declined to sign. And 
so the granite workers did not return 
to work on May 1, the day after, the 
old contact ran out. 

In the finishing departments of the 
granite men there were no_. skilled 
workers on May 1. But in the yards 
there were many men who had seen 
stone brought to a finish, and who had 
helpeg finish that stone. So it was 
that when the finishing men dropped 
off the pay rolis there appeared in 
their places men who had before been 
helpers. Many of these recruits did 
excellent work. 

Soon the men who had taken up the 
work of the unionized men found old 
friends, with whom they had been

Aviator Atwood Wanders About 
in the Air totirely Ignorant 
of His Whereabouts

FORCED BY DARKNESS

He Flew 85 Miles, but Can 
Only Claim 40--For Awhile 
It Was Feared That the 
Daring Aviator Had Per- 
ished---Will Try to Fly 163 
Miles Today.

ATWOOD’S EIGHTH DAY IN AIR. 
Summary of the eighth day of 
Atwood's St. Louis-New York flight: 
Left Lyons, N. Y., at 4:24 p. m 
Landed at Auburn 6:20 p,. m.

Landed at Belle Island, 6 miles 
west of Syracuse, 7:17 p. m.

Syracuse, N. Y., August 21.—Lost 
with aeroplane in trying to fly from 
Lyons, N. Y., to Auburn, 25 miles dis- 
tant, Harry M. Atwood, the Boston 
aviator, who is flying from St. Louis 
to New York, wandered about in the 
air for almost an hour this afternoon, 
and finally was forced by darkness to 
land in an unexpected spot, 5 miles 
west of Syracuse. The delay caused a 
serious setback in the attempt which 
the aviator is making to break the 
world’s recorg in cross-country aero- 
plane flying. - 

Atwood ascended at Lyons te fly in 
an air line 98 miles to Utica before 


| night. Just after he started he de- 


cided to detour from the course which 
he has followed along ,the tracks of 
the New York Central railroad, and 
cut across country to give the crowds 
at Auburn an opportunity to see him. 
But later over the farm lands he lost 
his bearings, and not wishing to alight 
he kept circling about, hoping to pick 
out Auburn. Over villages and lonely 
farm houses he wandered without 
avail. 


Fears Felt for His Fate. 
Meanwhile great uneasiness was felt 


as to his fate by thousands of the peo- 
ple who waited in parks and on house 


tops to see him at Syracuse and Utica. 
Anxious messages were gent over the 
telegraph wires, but word came back 
that after leaving Lyons he had ven- 
tured off his course to the south, and 
nothing later had been seen of him. 
The usual ten-minute reports of his 
progress were lacking. No telegraph 
or telephone communications could 
be had withthe farm houses in the 
country over which he had disap- 
peared. 

It was 4:25 p. m. when Atwood left 
Lyons, At 5:20 p. m. he suddenly ap- 
peared over Auburn and landed there. 

Fearful of being lost, since he was 
away from his regular course, Atwood 
did not venture away from Auburn un- 
til 6:45 p. m., when he ascended, uncer- 
tain as to his destipation. 

Ten thousand persons at Utica 
awaited his approach until sundown. 
Syracuse was kept anxious, until at 
7:17 word came that he had landed 
safely at Belle Island, 5 miles west of 
Syracuse. 

Atwood said that in today’s wander- 
ings he had flown at least 85 miles, 
but could claim for his record only the 
40 miles between Lyons and Belle Is- 
land. His total flying tfme was 1 hour 
and 28 minutes. 

His Most Exciting Experience. 

“It was the most exciting experi- 
ence in the air I have had,” said At-. 
wood. “After ascending at Lyons Ir 
looked at the map and concluded I 
could find my way to Auburn. I had 
gone 10 miles, perhaps, when away 
from the railroad tracks I w was com- 
pletely at a loss to know where Au- 
burn was. I kept on going, sometimes 
rising to a high altitude in a hope of 
seeing the town from afar. The more 
I went the more confused I beeame. 
Soon my gasoline began to run low, 
and I knew if I landed out there I 
might be miles from a new supply. . 

“Finally I shot .off in a tangent 
southward, and in a short time I be- 
held what I took to be the buildings of 
the Auburn penitentiary. A few min- 
utes later I landed there. The reason 
I did not leave Auburn sooner was 
that there were such crowds there, 
without sufficient police protection 
I had to fight the people back, I got 
into the air again as soon as possible, 
determined to make Utica without 
stopping. Just west of Syracuse dark- 
ness overtook me, and I had to land. 

“Tomorrow I will disregard all 
scheduled landing places, and will at- 
tempt to fly as far as Albany, 162 
miles, by way of Syracuse and Utica.” 

Atwood has been in the air every day 
since he started and has never been 


compelled to iand vwecause of any 
emergency more serious than the us- 
ing up of his gasoline.

SHOOTS FATHER 
TO SAVE MOTHER 


Merritt Camp, of Gwinnett, Dies 
” by Son's Hand 


Fifteen-Year-Old. Youth, Be-

Mr. Camp continued beatine his 
wife and Hubert came to the door and 
fired at his father, the loaq entering 
his back in the region of the kid- 
neys. He exclaimed, “Some one has 
shot me,” and dropped over dead 
without uttering another word. 

Youth Regrets Deed. 

Hubert Camp, the 15-year-old Poy, 
says he regrets having to kill his 
father, but says he believes it was 
necessary in order to save his life and 
that of his mother. 

Coronér J. J. Barhes was notified, 
but as there were two. eye-witnesses 
he deameg an inquest unnecessary. 

Sherif E, 8. Garner went to the 
scene of the tragedy and investigated 
the affair. He took out. a warrant for 
Hubert Camp and the young man will 
be given a preliminary hearing. 

Merritt Camp was an industrious 
farmer and owned the home where 
they lived near McElvaney’s mill. He 
was about 48 years of age and the 
father of five children, four girls and 
one son.

Says It Was Filed Late and, 
Therefore, Doesn't Act

The Mayor Refutes Idea That 


There Is Not Demand for 
Conservative Revision of the 
Charter to Facilitate Admin- 
istration of City’s Affairs. 


Council found itself hanging onto 
the limb o¢ a tottering tree yester- 
day afternoon when Mayor Winn sent 
in a message explaining the reasons 
why he had vetoed the resolution 
adopted at its last session, setting 
forth the great virtues of the present 
charter and its superiority over any 
other charter which might be con- 
ceived. 

The resolution preambled@d about the 
excellencies of the present charter, 
and wound up declaring that the coun- 
cil should go to the capitol to urge 
upon the representatives that no meas- 
ure should be passed, except one which 
met with its own approval. 

The mayor vetoed it on the ground 
that there was a demand for a change 
in charters, the resolution to the con- 
trary notwithstanding. 

Council did not want to be put in 
the attitude of over-riding the veto, 
which, in effect, would he to declare 
the legislature should not pass the 
charter measure, even if it did provide 
for a vote on it by the people. Council 
did not want to sustain the mayor, 
because it didn’t want to admit that 
there could be any possible objection 
to any section of the present charter. 

A limb Ia Located. 

Side-stepping was, therefore, the or- 
der. At first, a motion was made to 
lay the veto on the table, which the 
city attorney promptly ruled was not 
legal, according to the provisions of 
the present charter. Then council 
started up the tree. Councilman Cham- 
bers finaily located a lofty looking 
limb.

Birmingham, Ala., August 21.— 
The postoffice department at Wash- 
ington has found that it will not doto 
attempt any of its so-called econ- 
omies at the expense of the effi- 
ciency of the mall service in Birm- 
ingham. When the announcement 
was made that the authorities at 
Washington were going to put on 
80-foot mafl cars, which would 
probably be so small as *> prevent 
the mails being made up en route, 
and thus cause a delay in delivery, 
the business men of Birmingham 
arose as one man and demanded 
that their mall service not be tam- 
pered with. 

Congressman Underwood was 
wired that the business interests of 
Birmingham were united in earnest 
opposition to any such change. He 
took up the matter with the posta) 
authorities, and made it so0 warm 
that he extracted a promise that if 
such short cars were put on and 
were found to be injurious to the 
service that they betakenoff. And 
now the railway mail clerks and the 
local postoffice people find them- 
selves steeped to their heads in 
work, in an effort to cause no delay 
as a result of the change—an effort 
which they know will be of no 
avail when the busy fall season 
begins, 

The experience has served to 
show those at Washington if they 
wish to experiment with their the- 
ory of economics it must not be at 
the expense of Birmingham's inter- 
ests. 


Despite the demoralization of Atlan- 
ta’s mail service, because ot attempts 
to economize on clerk hire on the 
Atlanta-New Orleans ratiway postof- 
fice, four solid steel railway mail cars 
rest peacefully on a siding of the West 
Point road awaiting a buyer. They have 
never been used a day, and ffie depart- 
ment avers they won't be used. Mean- 
time, clerks handling mail on trains 
No. 37 and No. 38 are forced to strug- 
gle with an ever-growing volume of 
matter in old forty-foot cars, beyond 
which the necessities of the perticu- 
lar service have grown, 

An interesting story attaches itself 
to the four modern full steel railway 
postoffice structures that stand idle 
out in the West Peint yards. They rep- 
resent an outlay of approximately $45,. 
000 made by the railroad company on 
the demand of the postoffice depart- 
ment for the ostensible purpose of 
“improving the service.” They have 
not been used a single day, and the 
authorities say they will not be need- 
ed. Now they claim the old forty-foot

Washington, August 21.—President 
Taft today sent three short messages 
to congress, one urging a further ap- 
propriation to complete the work of 
raising the wreck of the battleship 
Maine; a second asking congress to 
determine whether the wreck of the 
Spanish vessels sun by the American 
navy shall be given away, and the 
third transmitting reports of engineers 
of surveys on the great lakes. 

The Maine recommendation was by 
way of transmittal of the report of 
Secretary of War Stimson, who has re- 
cently investigated the work on the 
Maine, and has urgedan appropriation 
to complete it. The message regarding 
the Spanish vessels grew out of the 
request of a Norwegian ship-wrecking 
company to the Cuban government for 
permission to raise the wrecks. Pres- 
ident Taft, in his message, pointed out 
that as these wrecks are the property 
of the United States, it rests with 
congress to decide whether they shall 
be given away. 

President Taft referred to Chief 
Engineer Bixby’s estimate of $250,000 
foy completing the work of raisimz the 
Maine, and to Secretary of War Stim- 
son's subsequent inspection and 
port.

free admission of bituminous coal 
across the Canadian border. 

Eight Insurgents Join Democrats. 

The vote was along strict party lines 
except that eight republican insur- 
gents joined the democrats. Most of 
the insurgents who have been voting 
with the majority on tariff measures 
Stood with the regulars today, claim- 
ing that the senate amendments had 
not been considered by a committee of 
either hous. 

The amendment was considered to- 
day under a rule limiting debate to 
four hours and barring amendments. 
This rule, reported after unanimous 
consent, had been refused for a resolu- 
tion to the same effect, was a target 
for forensic broadsides from republic- 
ans, insurgents and regulars.

"Plain Dick” Russell Declares 
for Local Option, 


Gubernatorial Aspirant’ in 
Lyons Speech Says Prohibi- 
tion Ig a Failure---Russell’s 
Stand Means Distinct Line- 
Up in Georgia. 


Lyons, Ga., August 21.—(Special.)— 
Declaring unequivocally for local op- 
tion, Judge Richard Russell, candidate 
for governor to succeed Hoke Smith, 
recognized the liquor question in the 
gubernatorial campaign his speech 
in Lyons today, and there is now an 
issue so clear cut that the f‘ght, of 
mecessity, must simmer down to a bat- 
tle between the prohtbitionists and 
those who feel that each community 
should be permitted to consult its own 
wisheg in the matter of the traffic in 
liquor. 

Without quibble and 
that his purpose or meaning could not 
be mistaken, “Plain Dick” Russell ac- 
cepted the challenge that will give 
Georgia a spirited campaign that 
would not have been possible under 
different circumstances. 

Means Test of Strength. 

Heretofore, gubernatorial aspirants, 
no matter what their convictions, have 
been afraid to as much as take &a 
breath that could be construed as an- 
tasonistic to the prohibition cause. 
They appeared in awe of the white- 
ribbons. For this reason the stand 
taken by Judge Russell is certain to 
mean a distinct line-up of the prohi-g 
bitionists on one side and those who 
are against prohibition on the other, 
and 4 test of strength at the polls that 
will put the pec vie of the state on rec- 
ord for the first time for the regulation 
of the liquor traffic. 

It was a direct question from Judge 
Howell Mann, former judge of the city 
court of Tattnall county, that brought 
out Judge Russell’s declaration. 

Judge Russell had gotten well into 
his adgress to the voters of Toombs 
county when the interruption came. 

The Toombs county courtroom was 
crowded with an interested and enthu- 
siastic audience. Judge Russell was 
in the midst of his plan for the exten- 
sion of the state road to the sea, when 
Judge Mann asked permission to put 
a question to the speaker. 

How Russell Stands. 

“You have a good many friends in 
this part of the state who want to 
know how you stand on the prohibition 
question,” said Judge Mann. 

Judge Russell declared that he would 
@iadly answer the question just as soon 
@s he had finished the discussion of the 
state road extension proposition. 

He began by saying his record, on 
this matter is clear. 

“T have purposely reffained from in- 
jeating the prohibition question into 
this camphign,”’ declared Judge Rus- 
sel!. 

‘l regret that it is injected, but I 
have’ never traveled behind a mask; I 
am no two-faced man, for if I was I 
would have left this face at home and 
brought the other. I feel that under 
existing circumstances candor requires 
me to state my position. I would

HE’S EXTRADITED 
Detective Hosick, Who Spirit- 


ed McNamara Away, to Be 
Returned to Indiana. 


Sacramento, Cal. August 21.—Gov- 
ernor Johnson honored today a requt- 
sition from the governor of Indiana 
for the return to Indianapolis of James 
Hosick, a detective, of Los Angeles, 
for trial on the charge of having kid- 
naped from Indianapolis John J. Mc- 
Namara, now held in Los Angeles in 
connection with the destruction of The 
Times newspaper plant last October. 

In honoring the requisition Governor 
Johnson said: 

“l think Hosick shoula be returned 
to Indianapolis to stand trial on 
charges brought on «indictments 
against him. There is no more reason 
why he should not be taken back to 
Indianapolis to stana trial on the kid- 
naping charge than that the McNa- 
maras should not have ween brought 
to California.” 

E. J. Fleming, representing Los 
Angeles, ang the defendant, appeared 
in opposition to the requisition. The 
burden of his argument was that the 
governor should not grant the extradi- 
tion because when Hosick left Indiana 
with John J. McNamara, he did s80 
under a requisition issued by Governor 
Johnson and honored by the governer 
of Indiana. He declared that if given 
an opportunity to go into the facts of 
the case he could show McNamara was 
not kidnaped. 

Henry Seifreid, special prosecuting 
attorney for the governor of Indiana, 
urged the requisition, declaring Indli- 
ana was sincere in desiring Hosick for 
trial; that a crime had been committed 
by a Los Angeles detective in spiriting 
a citizen of Indiana away without due 
process of law and without giving him 
an opportunity to exercise his rights 
as a citizen. He said McNamara had 
been denied the right to see an attor- 
ney and had been forcibly and against 
his will, rushed from the state and 
into California. 


POND USED WOMEN 
AS SHIELD IN FIGHT 


He Shot Three Policemen and 
Escaped Without Being 
Hurt. 


Philadelphia, Pa., August 21.—Two 
policemen were shot and probably 
fatally wounded and a third was se- 
riously hurt when they attempted to 
arrest Gilbert Pond, 28 years old, of 
West Montgomery, in a Chinese res- 
taurant here today. The injured: Wil- 
liam Kirby, seriously; Patrick Connor, 
seriously; John Garr. 

Pond entered the restaurant flour- 
ishing a revolver. The police were 
called and when the three patrolmen 
rushed into the place Pond began 
‘Shooting. A fourth policeman finally 


Pond and a woman who accompanied 
him to the restaurant were committed 
to prison without bail. 

The police say that Pond used the 
woman as a shield during the encoun- 
ter and this prevented them from ef- 
fectively using their revolvers. 

The woman is charged with being 
an accessory to the shooting.

VOTE TO STRIKE 


The Vote Follows Alleged Re- 
fusal of Road to Treat 
With Federation. 


Paducah, Ky. August 21:—Two- 
thirds of the members of the Federa- 
tion of Railway Employees of the Illi- 
nois Central and allied systems have 
voted to date on the proposition to 
strike, according to an officer of the 
federation, who declared here tonight 
the vote stands in favor of the 
strike. This vote, according to the 
officer referred to, follows the refusal 
of the railroad to treat with the feder- 
ation representatives on the conten- 
tion that they are concerned only with 
the separate contracts with individual 
unions. 

President Fred McCreary, Secretary- 
Treasurer W. E. Bowen and Frank 
Paquin, international officer and vice 
president of the Railway Carmen’s 
Union, were in conference here tonight, 
but declined to discuss the situation. 
They admitted, however, to a repre- 
sentative of the Associated Press that 
the railroads are standing pat. Friday 
of this week is the date set for the 
announcement of the result of the 
voting, whieh, it is said, is being par- 
ticipated in by the 13,000 members of 
the federation. 


STRIFE ABATING 
IN GREAT BRITAIN 


Strikers Returning to Work 
and Conditions Are Be- 
coming Normal. 


Lendon, August 21.—The strife in 
the industrial world of the United 
Kingdom gradually is abating. With 
a truce in effect on all railway lines 
except*the London and Northwestern, 
the board of trade was occupied all 
of today in an endeavor to reach an 
amicable arrangement between the em- 
ployees of this line and the managers, 
and also in trying to settle the strike 
of the short sea traders. It was an- 
nounced tonight that both these con- 
troversies are now in line for early 
adjustment. There still is much fric- 
tion on some Of the railroads over the 
impatience of strikers returning to 
work and wanting full reinstatement 
to their old positions, which in some 
cases has been given to men who re- 
mained loyal to the companies when 
the walkout was declared. 

As a result, there was several in- 
stances of disorder today in various 
parts of the kingdom, and decisions by 
Small.bodies of men to remain on 
strike. Work on the London docks 
wag in full swing today for the first 
time in three weeks, but it will be 
some time before the congestion of the 
port, due to the dock and transfer 
men’s strike, is relieved. 

King George today telegraphed his 
congratulations to Premier Asquith, 
David Lloyd-George, chancellor of the 
exchequer, and Sidney Buxton, presi- 
dent of the board of trade, on the set- 
tlement of the railway strike. The 
king’s message to Lloyd-George said: 

“I am very glad to hear that it was 
largely due to vour energy and skill 
that the settlement was brought about. 
I heartily congratulate you and feel 
that the whole country will be most 
grateful to you for averting a most 
disastrous calamity. It has caused me 
the greatest possible anxiety.” 


GREAT PANIC OF 1907 
DUE TO CONSPIRACY | 


So Senator Owen Declares in 
Asking ffor a 
Probe. 


Washington, August 21.—An investi- 
gation into causes leading to the panic 
of 1907 and the benefits secured from 
it by any persons or corporations, was 
asked in a resolution offered today by 
Senator Owen, of Oklahoma. Immedi- 
ate consideration was not asked. The 
resolution named as an investigationg 
committee Senators Kern, of Indiana; 
Works, California; Reed, Missouri; 
Page, Vermont, and Clark, Wyoming. 

“I belive the panic of 1907 was 
brought about by deliberate conspir- 
acy for enrichment of those who en- 
gineered it,” said Senator Owen. 

Senator Owen said he would call up 
his resolution at some future time 
and urge the appoinmtnet of the pro- 
posed committee of investigation.

So it was uP to last Friday after- 
noon, when five of these men, Will 
Key, aged 35 years; Arthur Pierce, Rob- 
ert Goddard, Howard ‘Fields and Will 
Helms, were en route home after. a 
day’s work at one of the quarries. The 
five men had left Lithonia in two bug- 
gies. Key and Pierce were inthe first 
buggy, while another vehicle right be- 
hind them carried Goddard, Fields and 
Helms. Three miles from Lithonia, as 
the buggies entered a heavily shaded 
grove, a half dozen men, their faces 
covered with masks,- jumped into the 
readway. One man grabbed the bridle, 
bringing the mule to a standstiil. At 
the same time two men on either side 
leveled guns at the occupants of the 
buggy, calling upon them to throw 
up their hands. The order was com- 
plied with, and as Key stretched his 
arms above his head, he said: 

“I’ve got no money; I’ve got nothing 
you may want.” : 


“We don’t want your money,” said 
one of the hold-up men “But we want 
a promise from you, and it is a prom- 
isé you've got to make, and you've got 
to keep it when you make it.” 

With the demand for the promise 
and its keeping, the hold-up men 
flourished pistols in front of the men 
in the buggy. And as the second bug- 
Sy came to a halt, the men sprang in 
front of fits three occupants, Bob God- 
dard, Fields and Helms. The same 
demand was made upon these thrée.

Busby by Dr. Wiley. 


Washington, August 21.—The con- 
gressional investigation into the at- 
tempt to oust Dr. H. W. Wiley from his 
position as head of the bureau of chem- 
istry in the department of agriculture, 
was closed today with the testimony 
of Secretary Wilson. The committee 
sill hold an executive meeting to- 
morrow to consider its report. 

Many times in his testimogy, Secre- 
tary Wilson condemned Dr. Wiley's de- 
meanor, charging that he was over- 
sensitive because his findings on pure 
food and drugs were not accepted as 
final, but were sometimes referred to 
the referee board, of which Dr. Ira 
Remsen is Chairman. As he w&s leav- 
ing the stand, Secretary Wilson de- 
clared that he would prefer to resign 
his job to going through another “bu-} 
reau row.” 

Suspicious of Dr. Rusby. 

Secretary Wilson said he became 
suspicious of the employment of Dr. H. 
H. Rusby, of New York, the drug ex- 
pert and storm center of the investi- 
gation, when he was shown a letter 
purporting to have been written by Dr. 
Kebler, of the bureau of chemistry, 
telling Dr. Rusby that it would be all 
the same whether he worked one day 
or mamy. The employment had been 


approved by the secretary, put he said 
that he did not examine into the de- 
tails of the contract, leaving that ry 
Dr. Wiley. 

The secretary said he was now in- | 
vestigating a report that Dr. Rusby had 
accepted fees from drug importers for 
opinions regarding samples of drugs 
they were considering importing, and 
then passed on the drugs later as the 
representative of the government. He 
said an inspector had reported he had 
discovered one such alleged instance. 

The Coca-Cola Case. 

In testifying about the employment 
of experts, he said that in the C-ca- 
Cola case, Dr. Wiley had agreed to 
give an expert $1,000 fer appearing in 
the matter and later, the expert want- 
ed $100 for expenses.

Mr. Miller, the secre- 
tary declared, wrote him that the 
chief of the bureau of chemistry was 
all right on the argumentative side of 
the case, but was of no use in the 
government's contenticn, 45 he ad- 
mitted to him (Miller) that he could 
not qualify as an expert chemist, tox- 
icologiist, physiological chemist or doc-

“Dr. Wiley seem- 
ingly wants to put me in a hole 
about the corn syrup case.” It was 
in this case that Dr. Wiley had told 
the committee about the three cabinet 
officers charged with supervisory du- 
ties over pure food and drug questions, 
changing a dec?sion of the pure food 
and drugs board relative to a sub- 
stance being ‘glucose’ or ‘corn syrup, 
after the decision had gone to print.” 

“Dr. Wiley has forgotten @ confer- 
ence he attended on that subject, 
said Secretary Wilson.

Wiley to testify about the effect of 
benzoate of soda in the famous Indiana 
case, when the Remsen board was re- 
quested by the secretary to testify, the 
witness said it seemed to him ridicu- 
lous.

Shot his father-in-law and in attempt- 
ing to shoot his wife inflicted a wound 
on his wrist, was bound over hy 
Acting Recorder Preston yesterday af- 
ternoon on a charge of assault with 
attempt to murder. His bond was 
named at $2,000. Snipes was also fined 
$100 for discharging firearms in the 
city, $50 for disorderly conduct, $25 for 
vagrancy, and bound over for carrying 
concealed weapons. 

J. J. Lively, his father-in-law, ap- 
peared in court with his head swathed 
in bandages. Mrs. Snipes also testified 
against her husband, and displayed 
a badly bruised head, caused by licks 
from an empty gun, wielded by him. 

Snipes would not testify, ‘saying he 
gad not yet consulted with counsel. 
He laughed when the numerous fines 
were imposed, and seemed to regard 
the action of the judge in binding him 
over as a huge joke. 

However, in his cell, following the 
trial, the prisoner became more seri- 
ous. _ “It seems as if I was born on a 
troublesome day,” he said. “I failed 
at kNling myself, and afterwards 
accomplish some- 
thing. If I work out everything im- 
}posed on me today, and a pair of jail 
‘Sentences on top of that, by the time 
I gain freedom again, I'll be too old to 
do anything.”

PEACE TREA 


TO NEXT SESSION 


Senate Postpones Action on 
the Conventions for Arbi- 


tration. 


Washington, August 21.-The trea- 
ties of arbitration with Great Britain 
and France were defended in minority 
reports filed in the senate in execu- 
tive session today by Senators Cullom, 
Root and Burton, of the senate com- 
mittee on foreign relationa. Mr. Bur- 
ton contendeg the agreements required 
no amendment, because, as he declared, 
the prerogatives of the senate are suf- 
ficiently safeguarded. Senator’s Cul- 
lom and Root, making practically the 
Same contention, undertook to provide 
against any possible mishap by sug- 
gesting a declaration in connection 
with the resolution of ratification ex- 
plicitly excluding from the terms of 
the treaty all questions “involving the 
maintenance of the traditional attitude 
of the Uniteg States concerning Ameri- 
an questions or other purely govern- 
mental policy.” 

In addition Senator Bacon suggested 
a modification of this amendment wun- 
der the terms of which the excluded 
Questions are specified. He named 
questions arising under the Monroe 
doctrine and those pertaining to im- 
migration and territorial integrity, 
while Senators Cullom and Root treat- 
ed them as incorporated in the general 
language of their suggested deciara- 
tion. 

When the reports were presented te 
the senate the question of the discus- 
Sion of the treaties in public by sena- 
tors was raised. There was general 
agreement that public policy would not 
be violated by such a course, inasmuch 
az the ban ef secrecy had been removed 
from the documents. No action on 
the conventions was taken ang they 
go over for further consideration at 
the regular session. 

Senator Bacon, in the coure of an 
interview with The Constitution re- 
porter tonight, in discussing his 
amendment, said: 

“A false impression is being created - 
in the country in regard to the peace 
arbitration treaties. A sentiment ig 
sought to be created in ita favor as 
though we had no arbitration treaty 
at the present time. We have a very 
effective arbitration treaty, which has 
been agreed to by al] the larger powers 
and by many of the smaller ones. 
pending treaties proposes to utilize the 
machinery provided in the Hague con- 
ference and has but one distinctive 
feature, and that is to take away from 
the senate part of the powers con- 
ferred upon it by the constitution. 
There is no reason to distrust the 
senate, and no excuse for such a pro- 
posal. The senate has already con- 
sidered more than 100 arbitration 
treaties and has agreed to every one 
of them.” 

In telling hig reasons why the senate 
should not be required to give up the 
privilege of passing upon each disputed 
issue as it arises, and say whether or 
not it should be arbitrated, Senator 
Bacon continued: 

“There are many questions which 
our people cannot afford to submit to 
aribtration.” Then he mentioned the 
questions which are exempted in his 
amendment. “I am satisfied that if 
the state department would make 4 
complete exposure of the facts in its 
possession it would be found that many 
European governments have already 
made demands on this government to 
arbitrate questions involving some of 
the alleged debts of southern states. 
If the power of the senate to us upon 
these questions is taken away, this 
would be one of the first subjects to 
arise for arbitration. Would any 
American be willing to submit to arbi- 


tration questions arising under the 
Monroe doctrine? Yet under this trea- 
ty, we would have to do so, or violate 
our faith. Under the existing treaty 
the senate will never refuse to arbi- 
trate a question that should be arbi- 
trated. There is no need for any 


other.”

that the plan of charter revision as 
Buggested and proposed by your hon- 
orable body wmfeets the needs and re- 
quirements for an efficient, business- 
like and safe administration of mu- 
nicipal affairs. 

The popular demand for real, safe 
and conservative charter revision is 
not of sudden growth and develop- 
ment. During the administration of 
the late and lamented Mayor Living- 
ston Mims, covering the years 1901 
and 1902, the vital necessity for proper 
charter revision so convinced the pub- 
lic ming and conscienec that this con- 
viction culminated in a general demand 
for a safe and sane revision of the 
city charter and a charter. revision 
commission, with Judge George Hill- 
yer as chairman, was appointed, This 
commission was composed of _ able, 
patriotic and public-spirited citizens 
from all walks of life and representing 
every class of our citizenship. This 
commission, actuated solely by motives 
of patriotism and public spiritedness, 
and prompted with a desire to frame 
a charter suiteq to the needs of At- 
lanta, labored for weeks and months 
in the undertaking they had set about, 
and prepared and reported to the gen- 
eral council then in office a plan of 
charter revision.
